Albany, N. Y., March 18.—Andrew | 
Hamilton appeared before the insurance 
investigating committee this afternoon 
ang broke the silence which he has 
maintained, except for his statement 
brought from Paris by John C. McCall, 
ever since his name was first mentioned 
in the investigation in connection with 


the Christmas family, new and sensa- | 
tional developments were brought to | 
light today through the medium of 4a/| 
detective; his assistant, a ventriloquist, | 
a superstitious negro and the negro’s| 
mule. 

The detective, who has been at work, 
on the case, declares the whole mystery | 
is solved. He has been near Cottonwood | 
for several weeks, hiding in the woods 
in the guise of an eScaped murderer 
from Georgia, and hiring a negro to 
bring him his meals. 

He suspected the negro knew some- 
thing of the crime, and with the aid of 
a concealed ventriloquist, talked to tne 
negro through a mule. The negro’s su- 
perstiion was aroused and he told the 
details of the murder to the mule. The 
arrest of Will Christmas and Walter Hol. 
land followed. 

The murder of the Christmas family 
was one of the most atrocious crimes 
ever committed in this country, and until 
recent developments, has been a com- 
plete mystery. The affair created so 
much indignation that nearly $2,500 is 
on deposit in the Dothan banks as a re- 
ward for the arrest of the murderers. 


‘ Some Arrests Made 

It is reported on good authority that 
Walter Holland and his wife, who left 
here yesterday in company with a Pin- 
kefton detective from Atlanta for Camp- 
beliton, Fla., were placed in custody as 
s00n as the Florida line was crossed in 
connection with the murder of the 
Christmas family. 

Mrs. Holland, who is a d@augkter of | 
the murdered man, is understood to be | 
wanted merely as a witness,

FRAUD CHARGED 
ACAINST CONCERN 


Suit Filed for Appointment of 
Receiver, 


Loulsville, Ky., March 16.—Charges of 
fraud and insolvency were made in a 
suit filed late yesterday against the| 
American Reserve Bond Company, of | 
Chicago, asking for the appointment of 
a receiver for the concern. Millions of 
dollars of investors all over the United 
States are involved in the suit, which 
was filed in the United States court for 
the WBastern district of Kenttcky Dy 
Levi Hake and Mary E. Welch, investors 
in the company. The company is the 
largest and one of the few remaining of 
the numerous “bond investment’’ and 
“serial bond” investment companies 
which flourished so extensively in many 
states for several years. In brief, the 
charges are as follows: 

That the Southern Mutual Investment 
Company of Lexington, Ky., and the 
Colonial Securities and American Invest- 
ment companies of St. Louis arranged 
a merger of the three concerns; which 
resulted { nthe formation of the Ameri- 
can ‘Reserve Bond Company, of Chicago; | 
that officers of the three merged compa- 
nies formed a company, Known as the 
Austin Land and Lumber Company. 
which exchanged 40,000 acres of land

Folkston, Ga., March 1!5.—Tom Robin- 
son, marshal of Winokur, I5 miles north 
of here, was shot and instantly killed 
by negroes at that place last night. A 
crowd of negroes were shooting on the 
streets, and Robinson started toward 
them for the purpose of putting them 
under arrest. When the negroes saw 
the marshal approaching, they secreted 
themselves by the roadside. One of them 
got behind a hog pen and opened fire 
with a rifle. He shot at Robinson four 
or five times before he war shot by 
the marshal and instantly killed. At thia 
juncture another negro, nearby, opened 
fire on the marshal with a doublebarreled 
shotgun, the first shot penetrating his 
breast near the heart anG»xifling him in- 
stantly. Lucius Crawford was placed 
in jail today charged with the killing.

$500 if he would put Dr. Parkhurst's 
‘light out,’’ 

When Rogers was taken into court to- 
day to testify against two policemen, 
who had been named in this story, he 
made the confession. 

“It was all a joke,” he said. “I started 
it as a joke, and when they got to press- 
ing me hard I kept striking them so I 
could hold my job. I made the affidavit 
all right, but I won't send any innocent 
man to jail. I will take ten years my- 
bese first.’’

Clark Howell was greeted by a large 
assemblage of the democrats of Talbot 
county in the courthouse here today.

Adversaries Self-Convicted. 

“One of the most unfortunate and. de- 
plorable features of modern politics,” 
Mr. ‘Persons said, “‘is the growing ten- 
dency to impugn the motives of those 
who do not think as we think, and 
who do not see as we see. You are 
familiar with the controversies and con- 
tests which have arisen during the prog- 
ress of the present gubernatorial cam- 
paign. If it is true that for nearly 
twenty years a little body of politicians 
has controlled the affairs of your state 
to ghe detriment of the people, what 
weaklings the people ara, and what 
drones and cowards these so-called re- 
formers have been. Shagne upon these 
alleged reformers if they have, in silence, 
permitted such a clique to dominate the 
state. Shame upon these reformers who 
have so long sat silent and indifferent, 
if they believe what they claim. 

“The distinguished Georgian whom I 
shall introduce to you today doesn't 
claim to be infallible. But he is no re- 
cent convert posing as a friend of ihe 
people. Long before he sought your s'1f- 
frages his voice and his pen were fore- 
most in the service of his state. His 
life has been clean and honorable from 
his youth up, and no man can show 
to the contrary. He favors as he has 
Alwayp favored, the upholding of the 
law and its just administration.” 


Charges False and Unfounded. 

Mr. Persons spoke of the unwarranted 
false and unfounde? charges which have 
been made against Mr. Howell by his 
enemies in their efforts to insure him, 
and showed that they had been unable 
to uphold them by proof or specification 
in a single instance.

Watson and His Weapon. 

Mr.. Howell was well received by his 
audience. He spoke first of the part 
now being taken by Tom Watson in the 
Georgia campaign, with a view to the 
disruption of the democratic party for 
personal political purposes. He dis- 
cusseg at length the disfranchisement 
proposition, showing how it is being em- 
ployed by Mr. Watson through Hoke 
Smith. to bring about this end, and that 
the inevitable result of such a plan as 
they propose will be to disfranchise 
thousands of worthy white men who 
have not been so fortunate as to secure 
an education while it will admit the 
votes of many more thousands of ne- 
groes to the ballot box. 


Would Enforce It by Fraud. 
“The advocates of this disfranchisement 
plan,”’ Mr. Howell said, “including Mr. 
Smith himself, when you get them in a 
corner by asking how they are going to 
keep out the negro, admit they are wil- 
ing to do it by fraud. Mr. Smith tells

Mr. Smith and the Alliance. 

Mr. Howell spoke of the work of the 
alliance legislature of 1892, when he was 
elected speaker by the farmer legislators 
of, Georgia. Hoke Smith was at that 
time one of the most bitter and ‘vituper- 
ative enemies of the alliance. WLater he 
became one of the warmest and most 
vindictive enemies of Thomas E. Watson, 
denouncing him time and again, finally in 
his Augusta speech calling him the tool 
of Wall street, charging that he had 
been bought to fight the democratic can- 
didate. After this, Mr. Howell said, Mr. 
Smith had not only gone down on his 
knees to Mr, Watson and begged his par- 
don for what he had said about him, but 
he had gone further and swallowed his 
convictions on the disfranchisement ques- 
tion in order to get Mr. Watson's sup- 
port, and he got it. 

HWailroads Want It. 

In practically every southern State 
which has adopted disfranchisement, Mr. 
Howell said, the leading counsel for rail- 
roads, the Southern railway in Virginia 
and Alabama, has been foremost in 
fighting for the enactment of this law. 
if they have done it in other states, why 
is it rot reasonable to suppose they are 
doing the same thing in Georgia? It 
would appear that the railroads had far 
more reason, he said, under these circum- 
stances, to support Mr, Smith's position 
than they have to support his. 

Mr. Howell showed where Hoke Smith 
has been inconsistent, not alone in his 
political .record, but also in his connec- 
tion with the ratiroads, which he has 
served or fought, as best suited his pur- 
pose. 

“If I had borrowed money from them 
and if I. had accepted private cars from 
them and ridden all over the country on 
free passes, while | was a public official, 
as he has done, hell would not be hot 
enough for me, according to his view.’’ 
(Laughter and applause.) , 

Ought To Change It. 

Mr. Howell declared he had been in- 
consistent from the day of his birth, for 
though christened Michael Hoke Smith, 
he had even changed his name and 
dropped the Mike. 

“If his name didn’t suit him, he ought 
to change it,’ came.a voice from the 
audience. 

“Yes, of course, he ought to change 
it,” Mr. Howell replied, “but now he’s 
found the democratic party don't. suit 
him, and he’s decided to change. his par- 
ty and turn it over to its enemies.” 
(Applause and cheers.) 

Mr. Howell discussed the railroad ques- 
tion and. other issues along the usual 
lines, and criticized those who have been 
assailing their party and their state for 
their own personal political ends. If the 
situation has been anything like as bad 
as they claim, he said, they were cow- 
ards not to have mentioned it until they 
became candidates for office, 

Mr. Howell was generally congratulated 
at the close of his address, and he re- 
eeived many assurances that he had 
made numerous converts to his cause in 
Talbot county. |

I knew that my ola father 
was to be a convict for life and with me 
gone, my poor old mother would be ‘eft 
to pass her last days in the bitterest 
grief. Each night when [ lay down on) 
my couch I. tossed about and groaned) 
until physical exhaustion brought a trou- | 
bled sleep. When I awoke in the morn-| 
ing the first thing that came before my 
eyes was the gallows and all day ‘ong I 
could not shut it out.’’ 


His Life Was Saved. 


The prisoner paused and dropped his 
face in his hands. When he fooked up 
there was a smile on his face when he 
exclaimed: 

‘Dear Mrs. Boyce, oh, may the good God 
forever bless her and all the other ladies 
who helped me to live. I do not Know 
how to tell you what my feelings were 
when I first heard that I was not to die 
by the hangman's rope.

TILLMAN GIVES HIS VIEWS 
ON RAIL RATES QUESTION 


ASHINGTON, March 15.—S . 
tor Tillman today presented to 


W 


house railroad rate bill, which expressed 
his views, but did not pretend to speak 
for any other member of the commit- 
me = 

It embraced the first clear and concise 
. Statement of the diferences concerning 
court review features and other pro- 
posed amendments that had made a 
unanimous report from the committee 
impossible. Without hesitancy the sena- 
tor declared it to be his belief that the 
bill should be amended, but that amend- 
ments should not be of a character to 
impair or prevent the accomplishment 
of the objects of the legislation which 
are set forth best, he says, in the presi- 
dent’s message to congress. 


Will Be Paramount Issue. 


He emphasized the need of regarding 
the measure as non-partisan, but. pre- 
dicted that the issue created will be 
paramount in the next presidential elec- 
tion. As to the effect he said: 

“Those who are responsible for delay 
or inadequate legislation will find that 
when at least the flood-gate of popular 
wrath and indignation are hoisted there 
will have been some fine grinding done.”’ 

‘Mr. Tillman prefaced his report by 
speaking of the peculiar circumstances 
ruling the committee’s rulings on the 
house bill, which made an embarrassing 
‘task to submit views that would be 
concurred in by the committee as a 
whole. Commenting upon the absence of 
harmony in the committee deliberations, 
the report says: 

“Instead of being amended in commit- 
tee as usual, so as to command as a 
whole the indorsement and support of 
a majority af its members, the bill was 
brought into the senate in a form not 
entirely satisfactory to more than two 
members of the committee. Party 
in.the committee mere broken down and 
te pills in the senate by reason of the 
unfon’ of five members of the minority 
party and three members of the ma- 
jority: party in congress who conowrred 
in reporting it favorably; and while thes 
eight senators are agreed fas to ths 
general purpose end scope of the bill, 
there are radical differences among them 
as to the amendments that ought to be 
incorporated in it to make it fully ade- 
quate to meet the demands of the busi- 
ness interests of the country at 
time. 


His Peculiar Situation. 


“This lack of harmony among the sup- 
porters of the bill brings about the 
anomalous situation on which a member 
of the minority party in congress is put

islation which tis generally regarded 
throughout the country as the cherished 
echeme of the president, with whose gen- 
eral policy and principles that member 
is mot in accord.”

Discussing the alleged inade- 
quacy of the measure, he said it is “the 
duty of the senate to make such amend- 
ments as shall produce the best possibie 
law and relieve the distress and wrong, 
the existence of which no one will deny.” 

The object sought, he added, best can 
be outlined in the language of the presi- 
dent in his last annual message. 

Mr. Tillman pointed out that it is gen- 
erally supposed the pending measure as 
the ‘‘well digested views of the execu- 
tive and those of his party whose ad- 
vice he consents to take.’’ 

After enumerating the essential 
changes from the existing laws regulat- 
ing interstate commerce, he stated that 
the most important is found in section 
15, in which power is sought to be vested 
in the interstate commerce commission, 
“after full hearing upon a complaint 
made to determine and prescribe wuat 
will, in its judgment, be the just and 
reasonable and fairly remunerative rate 
to be thereafter “‘observed in such case 
as the maximum to be charged’”’ and to 
make an order that the same shall go 
into effect and remain in force for tnree 
years, which order shall go into effect 
“thirty days after notice to the carrier 
and shall remain in torce and be ob- 
served by the carrier, unless the same 
shall be suspended or modified or sét 
aside by the commission, or be suspended 
or set aside by a court of competent Ju- 
risdiction.’’

Mr. Tiliman added at the same fime 
the cries of the people are demanding 
relief for producers and shippers. He de- 
clared that it is the duty of congress 
to hold an even balance between these 
conflicting and contending. interests, 

Friends of the railroads contend, urged 
Mr. Tillman, that congress cannot limit 
the jurisdiction of the circuit courts, while 
on the other hand, he added, “It is as- 
serted with equal emphasis that the 
power to create all courts, other than the 
supreme court, rests alone in congress 
and that such courts being statutory are 
necessarily limited in their scope and 
power by the authority which = creates 
them.”’ 

He continued: 

“I myself incline most confidently to 
this view and have not the slightest doubt 
that it is possible to ‘properly amend this 
bill so as to prohibit the circuit courts 
from interfering with the orders of the 
interstate commerce commission. by any 
interlocutory order. 


The Court Revision Question. 


“The senate must determine by its vote 
what shall be Its attitude upon the ques- 
tions of court review and inter!tocutory 
suspensions. If any decision of the su- 
preme court shall declare that congress 
is powerless to grant speedy relief through 
a commission, it needs no prophet to tell 
that an outburst of surprise and indigna- 
tion will sweep over the country.” 

Commenting on the gross earnings and 
the net earnings of railroad properties, 
iMr. Tillman said that once a year every 
dollar in the United States passed through 
the hands of the railroads and every 
three years becomes a part of their net 
earnings. Is it any wonder, he asked, 
that the railroads have the most britliant 
legal minds at their command to conduct 
legislation. He asserted the struggle is 
between men and ‘will determine whether 
the people are incapable of self-govern- 
ment. He discussed at length the building 
of great fortunes and the manipulation 
of great (properties. Summing up the 
situation, he sAlid: 

“It is impossible to deny that this great 
accumulation of weaith in the hands of 
the few is such a menace to liberty that 
the honest patriot stands appalled by the 
outlook.” , 

Afier commenting at length upon what 
he declared to be the existing system 
of juggling with railroad properties, ‘‘for 
the robbery of the masses,’’ Mr. Tilienan 
stated that this phase of the subject 
brings into great prominence and imyepor- 
tance, “‘the relation to congress of the in- 
crease in capitalization; whether it is the 


purpose of congress to compel the busi-; 


ness industries to pay dividends not upon 
the rea] value of these properties, but 
on the fictitious vatue which has been 
sought to be placed upon them by in- 
creased capitalization.’’ “Concerning the 
application of the bill to this subject he 
said: ) 
Dangerous Provision in Bill. 

“There is a gangerous proviison in this

TO REDUCE SIZE 
COMMISSION 


Four Canal Officials Will Lose 
Their Heads, 


Proposed Act To Be Presented by 
the Senate Canal Committee 
Puts Number at Three, 
and Names Offices to 
the Isthmus.

Washington, D. €., March 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Reduction of the membership of 
the Isthmian canal commission from 
seven members to three, and provision 
that the offices of administration of that 
body shal] be upon the isthmus, instead 
of in Washington, will be provided for 
in the canal act soon to be present2d 
by the senate canal committee. 

The first draft of that act, prepared 
in conformity with the expressed wishes 
of a majority of the members of the 
committee, has been prepared. The 
measure will be perfected by the full 
committee at an early date, but it ts 
not probable that there will be any ma- 
terial changes from this first draft. Cer- 
tainly this is true with regard to the 
provision reducing the number of canal 
commissioners and that providing that 
the commission’s headquarters, and all 
of the principal offices save possibly 
that of purchasing agent. shall be upon 
the canal zone. : 

The restrictions of the present law 
which make jit mecessary that there 
shall be representation of the engineer 
corps of the army, and of the navy upon 
the commission will be removed. 

No More Exorbitant Salaries. 

With regard to salaries of officials and 
employees, the bill wili provide that 
such as serve in Washington or in this 
country shall be paid according to the 
prevailing scale of wages in the gov- 
ernment’s executive departments, and 
that there shall be an increase on a per- 
centage basis for those working in dif- 
ferent capacities on the isthmus. Just 
what this increase shall be has not yet 
been determined: The bil) will provide 
that the president shall fix the salaries 
of members of the commission and of 
engingers, but that the salaries and 
wages for other officials and for laborers 
shall be determined by the commission 
in conformity with such general regula- 
tions as the canal act itself shall pro- 
vide. 

The bill also provides thiat the work of 
auditing all canal accounts” shall be 
placed under the auditor for the war 
department. The members of the sen- 
ate committee were not greatly impressed 
with the system‘of the present commis- 
Sion as explained by Auditor Benson. 
They see no necessity for €@ special au- 
ditor for the commission, at a high sal- 
ary, when the work of his department !x 
merely bookkeeping and the fingl audit 
is made by the auditor for the war de- 
partment. 

The bill will provide for an adminis- 
trative examination upon the zone to take 
the place of examination under the civil 
service commission. It will also contain 
a provision requiring that all the ac- 
counts of the Panama Railroad Com- 
pany must be kept separate from those 


of the commission, and that all moneys) 


received from all sources shall be turned 
into the treasury to be placed to the 
credit of the canal fund.

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LIMITED SUSPENSION 
MAY BE COMPROMISE 


Declared That Senate Leaders of Both Parties Have 
Hailed Suggestion as Most Feasible Plan 
of Rate Regulation. 


ASHINGTON, March 1!5.—If @ 
compromise is effected. in the 
senate on the railroad rate bill, 


the indications are that it will be in 
the nature of a time limit on the sus- 
pension of orders of the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

Several senators said today that, 
review by the courts be facilitated in 
euch ea manner as would insure the pro- 
tection of the interests of shippers, 4 
- Judicial review feature could be assured. 

Taking this suggestion as 4 pasis for 
sounding the sentiment of the senate. 
members of both parties become active 
today in conferring with opposing fac- 
fions. Nothing definite was accomplished, 
but the suggestion was not rejected in 
any quarter, and it remains the most 
feasible echeme advocated for an agree- 
ment. 

Provision Can Be Mace. 

The various rate bills containing pro- 
visions for a review by the courts of or- 
ders of the commission, declare that ap- 
peals from the commission shall receive 
preference over other cases in the cir- 
cult court. It is argueg that congress 
could provide that the decision should 
be returned within a Stated period from 
the date of appeal, and in that manner 
suspension of the order of the commis- 
sion brought down to a minimum. 

Various periods of time have been sug- 
gested as a limit, but from the discussiop 
ft appears that ninety days would be 
the maximum if opponents of the cour{ 
geview feature are to be induced to ac- 
cept the compromise. 

It is apparent that the minority is far 
from a unit on fhe subject on the sus- 
pension of the orders of the committee. 
It was stated freely by democratic sen- 
ators today that there has been no con- 
ference or agreement on the feature of 
the proposed legislation. 

Minority leaders today expressed opposi- 
tion to a party caucus on the railroad 
rate bill, but it was stated that there has 
been no decision on the subject.

Rate Talk in Senate. 

The senate today continued considera- 
tion of the railroad rate question by 
listening to the reading of a report on 
the houge bill by Mr. Tillman and to a 
speech on that measure by Mr. Nelson. 

Mr. Tillman’s report was read at the 
request of Mr. A’drich, who said that he 
Was curious to hear the opinion of the 
South Carolina senator. 

Brief attention was given to the mes- 
sage of the president, transmitting the 
letter of the secretary of twar relative to 
the recent Moro battle. "Mr. Bacon spoke 
of the killing of the Moros as “slaugh- 
ter,”’ and Mr. Lodge deprecated criticism 
until the facts -should be known, 

The house resolution. giving the inter- 
atate commerce commission authority to 
administer oaths in connection with its 
investigation of charges of discrimina- 
tion made against railroads was adopted 
without resorting to the formality of re- 
quiring its reference to committee, Mr.

Mondell, of Wyoming, representing the 
insurgents, had been defeated, 123 to 43, 
the Mondell resolution peing to agree to 
the senate amendme:® eliminating Ari- 
zona and New Mexico from the bill, and 
asking a conference on the minor amend- 
ments in the measure.

Hamilton, of Michigan, chairman of the 
committee on territories, the time was 
ey tended. ‘Mr. Hamilton opened the diés- 
cussion with a plea for the origina? house 
bill.

Steamer Mannheim Followed the 
British King All Day, Sig- 
naling for Her To Stop, 
but Signals Were Mis- 
understood in Storm.

New York, March 15.—An account of | 
how the steamer British King was fol- | 
lowed the day before she sank by the | 
steamer Mannheim, vainly fluttering sig- 
nals which if they had not been mistaken 
by the British King would have saved 
the lives which were lost last Sunday 
160 miles south of Sable island, was 
given today by Captain Andrew Schau, 
of the Mannheim. 

This steamer arrived here 
eleven survivors of the lost ship. Satur- 
day afternoon Captain Shau said, twenty- 
four hours before the disaster, he sight- 
ed the foundering steamer and signaled 
its captain to stop his engines in order 
that boats from the Mannheim might be 
able to overtake the steamer and rescue 


the crew. 

But the tempest which later sent the 
ship to the bottom seemed to have con- 
spired against the British King. Through 


today with 


the signal, which was sent “Stop,’’ was 
read ‘Stop on board.’” The latter signal 
means do not leave the ship. 


Could Have Been Saved. 


Had the British King’s engines been 
stopped, then Captain Schau s:id his 
boats could have saved the ill-fated 
crew, because the storm was not as bad 
as it became later. He said that before 
the steamer took its plunge he saw s@i- 
men leaping overboard to avoid being 
drawn down in the suction. 

“a short time after noon on March 
10,” he said, “we sighted a vessel fiying 
distress signals. She proved to be the = 
British King. We stood by exchanging | 
signals ali the afternoon. Toward night 
the British King’s officials signaled that 
they would have to abandon the ship. 

“Had the British King not mistaken 
our signa] to stop, I am confident that 
we should have been able to save every 
one on the ship. We began to make 
these signals about 5 p. m. 

“During the night the gale increased 
and the seas became more dangerous. At 
29:30 o’clock Saturday afternoon we .wérae 
signaled that Mie British King was going

Moving Against a Great Menace. 

Representatives of the southern cot- 
ton milling interests are not permit- 
ting other important legislation now 
before congress to obscure the cru- 
sade they are waging for such an 
amelioration of our present inflexible 
exclusion laws as will secure an 
abatement of the Chinese boycott 
against American manufactured pro- 
ducts. A delegation of prominent 
southerners appeared before the for- 
eign affairs committee of the house 
Wednesday and, in common with rep- 
resentatives of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers and _ distin- 
guished New England ecclesiastics, 
asked for the passage of the Foster 
bill. The latter measure provides for 
an interpretation of the immigration 
laws which will allow the entry into 
this country of high class Chinamen, 
indignities toward whom on part of 
immigration officials are mainly re- 
sponsible for the _ existing boycott. 
Georgia was represented in this 
movement by Dr. J. D. Turner, of At- 
lanta. | 

None of these gentlemen ask or de- 
sire the admission of coolies or any 
class of Chinese that might compete 
with American labor; they are uni- 
versally agreed that such policy is 
neither just nor expedient and are 
strenuously opposed to any suggestion 
along this line. What they do de- 
mand, and with every argumment of 
equity and reason, is the well-regu 
lated admission of Chinese students 
or prominent men of affairs, in such 
manner as will work no injury to 
this nation and conciliate the present 
hostile sentiment against thing; 
American in the Orient. 

It was pointed out by several 
speakers before the committee that 
while the boycott had not as yet ob- 
tained troublesome proportions, such 
development may be expected in the 
immediate future in a ratio consti- 
tuting a dangerous blight on a branch 
of our industry now rich in material 
promise for this section of the United 
States. It was also shown that th» 
peril was not a sectional one, since 
the embargo extends to all American 
products seeking a market in the Chi- 
nese empire. 

It is evident that this menace to 
trade has reached tangible dimensions 
when conservative, clear-headed busi 


their efforts in an attempt to fore- 
stall its full development. That their 
fears are well grounded is shown by 
the following consular report from 
Hong Kong, which, by the way, is 
only a specimen of a number of sim- 
ilar ones from other portions of the 
Chinese empire: 

In discussing the importation of Amer- 
ican goods into. Hong Kong for local 
consumption or distribution throughout 
the wast area tributary to this port, the 
boycott against the products of the 
limited States must be given serious con- 
sideration. It has constituted a grave 
menace to the maintenance of a market 
which has taken years of earnest, con- 
scientious work to build up, and accord- 
ing to business men here, who are thor- 
oughly familiar with the situation in 
all its ramifications, its continuance will 
deal a blow to the American exporters 
from which it will require time to re- 
cover. This view of conditions now ob- 
taining in the Chinese market may be 
regarded as extreme by Americans inter- 
ested in the export trade with the Orient, 
but careful inquiries. indicate that it is 


conservative and unbiased, and that it' 


can easity be verified by facts and fig- 
ures.

Involved in 
their cause is the partial welfare of 
the southern farmer, who produces 
the material out of which their goods 
are manufactured, as well as that ol 
every other producer of raw material 
of any. nature finding its way into fin- 
ished products destined for Chinese 
exportation. They are speaking also 
for the tremendous host of wage- 
earners that depend upon the full- 
time operation of a growing aggrega 
tion of factories for its subsistence. 
Any condition that jeapardizes or 
handicaps the extension of our for 
eign trade, means more or less disas-} 
ter throughout our entire industria! 
system, from bottom to top. The 
logic is particularly applicable to the 
Oriental exportation of southern tex- 
tiles. It has been a struggle to in- 
troduce these goods into China, at- 
tended by fieree international com 
petition and native obstacles difficuit 
of cifcumnavigation. It is not pleas- 
ant to contemplate ony obstructions, 
at the very time we had commerced 
flattering ourselves the road was be- 
ing cleared of impediments. 

It is apparent, moreover, that our 
Chinese friends are in deadly earenst. 
Their temper has not been improved 
by our systematic failure to redeem 
promises of relief, or by the garishly 
advertised plans of the army general 
staff looking to an “invasion” oi 
China. It is to be sincerely trusted 
that congress and the president wil! 
perceive that the “obligations of 
world-power” partake of an industrial 
and placatory nature no less than of 
militaristic preparedness. 
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The Quality of Our Immigration. 

Immigration Commissioner Watch- 
horn does not seem to be alarmed 
over the quality or quantity of immi- 
gration that is seeking our shores 
from Europe. Discussing the immi- 
gration problem, he recently said: . 
“We cannot have too much of the 
right kind of immigration; we cannot 
have too little of the wrong kind.” 

The majority of Americans will 
agree with this sentiment. Immigra- 
tion has made the great republic what 
it is today. In its broad domain there 
is still abundant room for the stout 
hearts and sturdy hands of Europe. 
We are all Europeans in blood, not so 
many generations back, and in this 
regard the American is a composite 
creation. The blood of several na- 
tionalities courses in the veins of a 
majority of us, perhaps. 

It is not the quantity of immigra- 
tion that is to be feared, but the qual. 
ity, and’ as the inspection system is 
regulated now, there really is smal! 
cause for concern in hte latter re- 
gard. Few undesirable immigrants 
are landing at Ellis island. The aliens 
who are casting their lots with us 
are in the main fit crude material for 
citizenship under the right environ 
ment. The right environment is in 
the rural districts and not in the 
large cities. The distribution of these 
raw Europeans over the whole coun: 
try means quick assimilation and 
wholesome results from a standpoint 
of citizenship. Left to herd by them 
selves in the cities, the tendency is 
to form. colonies of their own nation 
ality that never become thoroughly 
Americanized, and the boss system of 
municipal politics makes their influ- 
ence upon the suffrage distinctly per- 
nicious. 

As for the immigrants admitted, 
they are a passable lot and the coun- 
try needs them. It is said that three- 
fourths of them are between the ages 
of 14 and 44 years, representing th2 
youth and strength of the European 
peasantry—the spirit and muscle es: 
sential to develop the great naturai 
resources of the new world: Accord 
ing to Commissioner Watchhorn, 70 
per cent of them go straight to the 
west, where their labor is in ready 
demand; 18 per cent go to the mills 
of New England: while 12 per cent 
stay in New York. Hardly an appre- 
ciable number come south, where they 
are worst needed on the farms. 

There was never such strict vigi- 
lance exercised as at present in keep- 
ing undesirable aliens out of the 
United States. Last year the steam 
ship companies refused to bring 
20,000 applicants for passage to this 
country, knowing that they were not 
up to the nation’s legal immigration 
requirements. 

Let the immigrants be made wel- 
come—provided they are the right 
kind. And the south, no less than 
the west, will welcome the right 


kind.

Substantiates Dr. Burt’s Account. 

Editor Constitution: I notice in your 
valuable paper an article from W. P. 
Burt, company D_ Forty-sixth Georgia, 
in answer to an article from some one 
else, in regard to the time of the battle 
of Franklin and of the part taken by 
the varfous commands. 

Brother Burt was there beyond any 
doubt. His description igs no imaginary 
one, but a living picture drawn from the 
recollections of one who was there. The 
fight did not begin until late in the eve- 
ning—perhaps 4 o’clock—and did contifiue 
well into the night, the enemy Tretreat- 
ing in the night. Manigault’s brigade sat 
on a high hilr overlooking the battlefield, 
and saw Cleburne go in on the right of 
the piké and Cheatham go in on the left. 
They fought desperately and for hours. 

Just before it was dark our brigade 
Was carried in, and Sharp’s brigade of 
our division had already gone in ahead 
of us. It was dark before we begun ac- 
tion. Our loss was heavy, but nothing 
to compare to Sharp’s (Mississippi) boys. 
Our brigadieg was dangerously wounded. 
Our colonel, T. P. Ghaw, then took com- 
mand, and he was dangerously wounded. 
Colonel Davis, of the Twenty-fourth Ala- 
bama, then took command and he was 
dangerously wounded. Captain Rufus 
Dean. on General Manigault’s staff, was 

ngerously wounded. 

After Colonel Shaw was put in command 

’ the brigade I was in command of the 

neteenth South Carolina regiment. Our 

ss Was heavy, but I never saw sucn 
havoc as the Mississippi boys suffered. 
We found the locust trees just as Broth- 
er Burt found. I considered the obstruc- 
tions that we found inferior to none we 
had ever encountered and made of live 
locust, with their lap towards us. - In 
fact, there was very little artillery used 
in that fight. I would not lift a single 
flower from the grave of our sleeping 
dead, but am anxious for the truth to be 
known. If Cleburne and Cheatham bore 
the brunt, it was merely because they 
went in a Httle ahead of the others. 
Brother Burt is right; let the Hving he- 
roes keep the record correct. Our con- 
federate glory belongs to all of us, but 
let's keep the history correct.

CONGO CONSUL GENERAL 
WRITES TO CONSTITUTION 

Editor Constitution: I have read with 
much interest your recent editorial on 
the “Congo Problem,’’ and I quite agree 
with your remark that the complaints 
of reputable and experienced men should 
not be completely ignored. 

No such complaints have been ignored 
or will be ignored. 

The trouble is that those of the com- 
plainants against the Congo State who 
are reputable and experienced men think 
they have a monopoly of respectability 
and experience; they denounce every one 
who does not agree with them (includ- 
ing their fellow missionaries) as sordid 
persons actuated by impure and selfish 
motives. They refuse to accept the de- 
cision of any investigating committee 
unfess it fits in with their own precon- 
ceived ideas. 

That commission consisted of the at- 
torney general of Belgium, the president 
of the court of appeal of the Congo, and 
an eminent Swiss judge. They held an 
open investigation !n the Congo. The 
adversaries of the state were present 
and not only heard the testimony, but 
were allowed to propose questions to the 
witnesseg, 

The fairness and impartiality of the 
commissioners and the thoroughness of 
their investigation were acknowledged 
even by the bitterest enemies of the 
Congo government, and the Rev. John’ 


.H. Harris, the English missionary, who 
‘Ils now agitating in this country, paid 


a glowing tribute to the uprightness of 
these judges. 

These admittedly fair commissioners 
have now made their report. They point 
out a number of defects, such as may 
be found in every colonial government, 
but they declare that, taking ft all in 
all, the Congo administration compares 
very favorably with that of any colony 
in Africa. 

The anti-Congo agitators are unwilling 
to accept this verdict, as it does not suit 
their prejudices. Consequently they 
usually resort to one of two subter- 
fuges: (1) They either quote certain por- 
tions of the report and attempt to pass 
them off as the general findings of the 
commission, or (2) they Insinuate at 
the report has been tampered with after 
leaving the commissioner’s hands. The 
first method is evidently not a square 
deal; the second contention (or insinua- 
tion) Is manifestly absurd as the report 
is issued over the signature of the three 
commissioners—all of them men df high 
character (as even Mr. Harris acknow!l- 
edges), men who are as well known and 


-as highly respected as any anti-Congo 


agitator, and men who would not allow 
opinion to be tampered 
with under any circumstances. 

The opinion of the commissioners on 


most points is directly opposed to the 
views of the anti-Congo agitators. 

The commissioners say that ‘“‘the labor 
tax is the only tax that is possible at 
the present time fn the Congo,” and 
they add that this obligation to work is 
the most efficient ageney for the civili- 
zation of the native. They say that na- 
tive evidence is often untrustworthy: 
that there has been great exaggeration 
in the stories of cruelty, and that out- 
side of two incidents mention In the re- 
port, ‘‘mutilations have never had the 
character of torture inflicted voluntarily 
or knowingly,’’ and that “‘a white man 
has never inflicted such mutilations upon 
a Mving native nor caused such muttila- 
tions to be inflicted,”’ 

The commissioners also report that the 
depopulation is caused not by cruelty 
nor by maladministration, but by sleep- 
ing-sickness and smallpox. 

Mr. Harris in his speeches deals chif- 
ly with the evils of this “sentry sys- 
tem,’ and in doing so he ig fighting 3 
dead issue. The commission of investi- 
gation has recomended the abolition of 
the system and the king has already set 
in motion the machinery to abolish it. 

It requires some time to draw up laws 
for reforming the administration of an 
empire one-third the size of the United 
States. For the purpose of drafting these 
reforms the king at once: appointed a 
comittee of fourteen eminent men. They, 
too, are men of reputation and exfpert- 
ence. The anti-Congo agitators objec: 
to some of these men On account of the 
fact that they are interested in African 
enterprises—that, in other words, they 
are men of experience. It could hardly 
be expected that the members of this 
committee should be chosen from the 
Doreas societies of Boston. 

The investigation of the Congo has 
been made by men of acknowledged rep- 
utation and integrity. The needed re 
forms will be carried out by men of ex- 
perience and of equa'ly high character, 
for it happens, fortunately, that al! the 
honesty and ability of the human race 
is not confined within the narrow limits 
of the Congo Reform Association.

Only Seven Rainy Days Out of Iwenty-Seven in 
the Weather Bureau Record of March Seven- 
teenthse=Peach Crop Looks Safe. 


CCORDING to the precedent, tomor- 
row should be fair and pleasant, 
for by far the greater majority of 

St. Patrick's days thhave been fair days 


so far as Atlanta is concerned. 

For the past twenty-seven years offi- 
cial records have been kept of the weath- 
er by the Atlanta bureau. According to 
these records there have been only seven 
rainy St. Patrick days and twenty fair 
birthdays of the great patron saint of 
Ireland. This shows what kind of weath- 
er Atlanta usually gives for the cele- 
bration of feast days and holy days. This 
high percentage is the more remarkable 
when it is remembered that March 18 
the rainiest month in all the year, ac- 
cording to the Atlanta records. 

While ponderous volumes in the weath- 
er bureau do not show that there is any 
superstition or belief associated with St. 
Parick’s day so far as the making of 
prognostications is concerned, March en- 
joys quite as many superstitions and tra- 
ditions in this way as any other month 
in the year. 

March Dust Is Valuable. 

With the present month of March half 
over, some of these old traditions which 
are centuries old must be of real in- 
terest. While March dust seems to be 
worth more than anything else at this 
season of the year, there has been little 
or no dust so far this month. With the 
rainfall for the month 2.83 inches above 
the normal and with a total of 5.59 
inches up to the present time when the 
average for the entire month is. only 
5.80 inches, dust has been very much at 
a premium.

But in spite of these say- 
ings, Georgia farmers continue to send 
in reports that the past mild winter and 
the present warm and open month o! 
March is making things hum on the 
farms in every section. The prospects 
continue to be the best for a crop of 
6,000 cars of peaches which will mean 
a banner crop for the state by some 
1.400 cars over 1904, which now holds 
the record.

And 
the second year and the third year and 
the fourth and the fifth and the sixth 
and seventh, the eighth, the ninth, and 
the tenth, and then when the cry came 
out they say: 

“‘Well, we did not know anything 
about it. This is the fellow; this is the 
man that has done it all.’ 

‘If they had stopped; if they had per- 
formed their duty when they should 
have done it, if it was a duty—but mark 
[ am not assuming or asserting or 4° 
cepting that it was a duty—but if it was 
a duty, they“should have stopped it at 
its inception. And when they continued 
and continued by me_ the faults, the 
blame. the responsibility are theirs and 
not mine. : 

“T would have stopped the first montn 
if I-could not have performed my duties 
without presenting detailed vouchers, I 
coulda have surrendered my contract. 
Never, as the evidence of your investi- 
gation shows, until you reached it, was 
there a single criticism. 

Meekly Took Their Pay. 

‘Why, how could there be? They sat 
there meekly, cashing the emoluments 
that came to them for performance of 
their dutv with the vouchers there wn- 
der their noses, and if they took them 
and looked at them. why, then ‘hey 
approvea what was done, and I stand 
approved. If they did not take them 
and look at them, then they deceived 
me into the assumption that they per- 
formed their duty, and that they were 
satisfied with the manner and condition 
of my accounts.’’ 

Judge Hamilton then went on to ‘“‘cor- 
rect the press associations,” which: he 
said nobody on the part of the company 
has assumed to do, to the effect that 
‘“mthat is called the Paris account was 
actually reported upon and passed upon 
by the auditing committee of the New 
York | Life. 

“And let me say, further,’ he addedj 
“that never a dollar of New York Life’s 
money passed through my hands ‘o 
which I did not put my ‘John MHan- 
coek.’ 

“You remember,’’ continued the speak- 
er “the story of the steel trust dividend, 
That money was not paid to me, but was 
paid to J. P. Morgan & Co., to take up 
some notes which I had discounted In 
order to pay for facilities and for the 
purposes. of the time, the obligations 
of the New York Life. 

“Now it must not be said that the 
responsibility of this auditing can be 
confined to B and C. During this long 
meriod of years there has been a rotat- 
ing membership; this time A and B; 
next year B and C, and next year D 
and E, so that all this knowledge has 
spread. 

“It simply excites my laughter when I 
hear she gentleman assert, those who 
are here and in my hearing. and others, 
that they * did not know that Andrew 
Hamilton was defending the New York 
Life and the Insurance interests gener. 
ally throughout tbe United States on 
behalf of the principles which the offi- 
cers of the insurance companies believed 
to be necessary for their success anj 
for the benefit of the policy holders. 

How He Was Employed. 

“Why, if there was trowble and an 
agent would write from a far off coun- 
try am say, ‘If this bill passes .t is 
going to kill our business out here,’ they 
would rush in, you know to the presi- 
dent and say, here’s this agent's letter, 
for heaven's sake we will lose all our 
business Out there.’ 

“ ‘Well, send for the judge.’ ‘Alj] right, 
the judge will come.’ ‘Sit down.’ ‘Well, 
what is the trouble?” ‘Heaven's, if this 
bill passes we might as well get out of 
that state.’ ‘All right, we will have to 
see what the objections are to it; we 
will have to agitate; we will have the 
press do something; we will have the 
politicians do something: we will have 
the agents do something; we will have

I dia not 
keep their books, I had no responsibility 
for that, and if there were errors and 
wrong in that, it lays right down at the 
administration, and it comes right back 
to the board of trustees. of the New York 
Life and to nobody else. 

‘‘Now, I am simply tn this interruption 
of the ordinary course of the hearing 
today, giving one chapter.

“About the methods and the vouchers: 
I have no excuse whatever to offer about 
the form of the vouchers that were ac- 
cepted for the disbursements that I made 
to the various branch agencies. . The in- 
surance world today is the greatest finan- 
cial proposition in the United States. 
And as great affairs always attend it. 
commands a higher law. In defending its 
rights and its property you cannot stop 
to kick every cur that comes along and 
barks, and if you could sweep them out 
in other perhaps mysterious but honest 
way. you are defending and asserting 
the higher law which great enterprises 
have a right to command. 

“So, I say when these vouchers were 
given over they were right, and when the 
auditing committee approved them, then 
they stand as sponsors for them. If they 
did not approve them, then they failed 
to perform their duty. And the reason I 
came forward now is not to say or not 
to apologize for the vouchers, but to say 
this, these men with their responsibilities 
upon their shoulders and upon mine. they 
have something to aecount for. 

“They may talk about the ‘yellow dog.’ 
but the ‘yellow dog’ is a dog of courage 
and of loyalty, but the curs who stood 
around this funeral that has occurred. 
and the curs who knew of these trans- 
actions. and shrunk into their shoes, 
they are the curs, and that is the rea- 
som that I come to speak before you 
and say that great interest of two bil- 
lions of dollars of life insurance and four 
hundred millions of dollars of assets can 
never be safely entrusted to the hands 
and administration of a lot of curs.”

The expectations that today’s hearmng 
by the insurance investigating commit- 
tee on the bills proposed by it as the 
fruit of ‘its investigation of Mfe ingur-

Opened Higher on Better Cables

New York, March 15.—The cotton mar- 
ket was very quiet today, but ruled 
gteadier in tone and closed at a net 
advance of 4@8 points.

The opening 
was steady at an advance of 3@7 points 
in response to higher cables than expect- 
ead on unsettied weather in the south 
and reports of an improved spot demand.
